VATICAN CONNECTION 

This story is on the Art Bell web site 
(www.artbeir.com). Although Art says 
he has not been able to document this, a 
couple of nights ago on his radio show 
he repeated the story and said he now 
has eight different sources to corroborate 
it. For what it’s worth, the story follows: 

In a story dated April 4, 1998, that 
was posted on the internet by Richard 
Boylan, Ph.D., a Monsignor Corrado 
Balducci has appeared on Italian TV five 
times in recent months to proclaim that 
extraterrestrial contact is a real 
phenomenon. The priest announced that 
the Vatican is receiving much 
infonnation about ETs and their contacts 
with humans. He also states that he is a 
member of a commission looking into 
extraterrestrial encounters and how to 
cope with the emerging general 
realization of ET contact.

UFO FLAP EXTENDS 
OVER CONTINENTAL USA 

The nights of Monday and Tuesday, 
j^ril 20 and 21, 1998, saw a fiill'Scale 
“Flap” as UFOs were simultaneously 
sighted over many locations in the 
continental United States. 

Peter Davenport, Director of the 
National UFO Reporting Cente,r said he 
logged reports coming in from various 
sites including Phoenix, Arizona; 
Martinsburg, West Virginia; Austin and 
Houston, Texas; Boise, Idaho; Portland, 
Oregon; and Fresno and Palmdale, 
California. 

The calls contained a mix between 
reports of unusual tights seen in the sky 
and actual craft being spotted, said 
Davenport. At least one person, a 
woman in Martinsburg, WV, was 
reported to have videotaped a craft and 
was sending the tape in to the Reporting 
Center. Tower operators at Edwards Air 
Force Base reported strange craft near 
their base. 

After two nights of the phones at the 
UFO Reporting Center ringing off the 
hook, the flap did not let up as expected. 
The very next night, over 50 pet^le 
wimessed anomalous lights over San 
Bernardino, CA, according to a Hotline 
caller who said she works for the Job 
Corps in San Bernardino. 

At 8:55 p.m. on April 22 witnesses 
(including staff and securiw guards) saw 
three bright lights while looking 
eastward toward the Big Bear Mountain 
area. When the objects were first seen, 
the lights were bri^t amber/yellow and 
appear^ to be floating or hovering. The 
wimesses thought at first they might be 
hang-gliders with lights, but quickly 
changed their opinions when the bright 


objects began to move south and 
changed color from amber to bright red. 

The caller said that while the lights 
were the most prominent feature of the 
objects, she could also make out a wing- 
like structure to the objects. She 
described this as being “like a seagull’s 
wings.” 

Witnesses estimated the objects 
were about one mile away from where 
they were standing. This sighting lasted 
for a total of approximately 10 minutes. 

Investigators with San Bernardino’s 
MUFON chapter recall that a similar 
UFO was reported in the area on January 
5, 1998, during the daytime, and that the 
description given tw the witnesses also 
matched a wave of sightings that took 
place in the same area during 1979. 

Precursors to the flap began on April 
18 when a family in Tempe City, CA ( a 
suburb of Los Angeles) saw an “utterly 
silent” blinking light fall down ftom the 
sky at around 8:30 p.m. Richard 
Macedo, a quality assurance manager for 
a Boeing subcontractor, said the obiect 
lit up the roof of the church next door 
with a “bluish glow.” 

Later the same night, at 10:15 p.m., 
two women in their back yard in San 
Francisco watching for satellites spotted 
a flying wing that was a faint gray color 
with no glow. They said it was veiy 
high, moving slowly to the northwest, 
and made no sound. There was no 
fuselage. “It looked like a wing flying in 
the air. No tail section,” said one of the 
witnesses. The olyect was primarily 
“peipendicular wmgs with some 
sweeping back, the ends were bent 
slightly.” 

Even earlier, on March 13, the 
famous Marfa Lights of Texas made a 
sudden reappearance. Nicole Prescott, 
her mother, sister and grandmother were 
at their home in Marfa, Texas, when the 
lights appeared about 70 degrees above 
the horizon. “They were crackling bright 
li^ts of white and orange,” she reported. 
“They seemed to come toward you. 
Some were the size of a basketball, 
others were no bigger than the head of a 
pencil.” These strange lights were first 
reported in 1881. A Japanese scientific 
team videotaped them in 1994. The 
mysterious da ing lights usually appear 
over Mitchell’s Flat, southwest of 
Chinati Mountain. Marfa is about 194 


miles southwest of El Paso. According 
to Prescott, a local man was driving 
across the flat prairie north of the Cuseto 
del Punto mountains last winter when a 
Marfa Light actually entered his car 
through the rear window, hovered over 
the back seat hissing and crackling, and 
then vanished several minutes later. 

On April 20, a Saturn-shaped UFO 
appeared near Salisbuiy, NC, which is 
115 miles west of Ralei^. At 9:45 p.m. 
Stefan Duncan, editor of American UFO 
Newsletter (AUFON), began a skywatch 
on a pier on High Rock Lake. Looking 
toward the east, Duncan saw a reddish 
UFO which he said is similar to one he 
saw on April 2. He described the object 
as being a light that was a non-blinking, 
reddish-white. More unusual, it had the 
“shape of Saturn when the rings are seen 
edge-on,” he said. The UFO rose from 
the treetops and hovered for five 
minutes, then descended. Fifteen 
minutes later it “moved from the ireetops 
but just to the top of the trees and went 
no higher.” Duncan tried to videotape 
the object but failed when his camcorder 
jammed. After another fifteen minutes 
the object rose a third time to just above 
the treetops. Its light brightened, then 
went back to normal glow. After two 
minutes it descended again and Duncan 
lost sight of it. The site has a history — 
four flat discs were seen hovering over 
this lake last December by a local 
resident.
